US meets with Kadhafi 
representatives: official 


WASHINGTON. (AFP) - US 
envoys held a rare meeting 
with representatives of 
Moamer Kadhafi's regime 
over the weekend and urged 
the Libyan strongman to cede 
power, a US official said Mon¬ 
day. 

The one-off meeting on 
Saturday came a day after the 
United States and other West¬ 
ern and regional powers recog¬ 
nized the rebel Transitional 
National Council as Libya's le¬ 
gitimate authority. 

US officials "met with 
regime representatives to de¬ 
liver a clear and firm message 
that the only way to move for¬ 
ward is for Kadhafi to step 
down," the US official said in 
Washington on condition of 
anonymity. 

"This was not a negotiation. 
It was the delivery of a mes¬ 
sage," the official said. 

"We have no plans to meet 
again, because the message 
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has been delivered," she said. 

Another US official, who 
was traveling with Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton in India, 
said that the meeting included 
Jeffrey Feltman, the assistant 
secretary of state for Near 
Eastern affairs, and Gene 
Cretz, who is the US ambassa¬ 
dor to Libya but has left the 
country. 

The official would not say 
who was on Kadhafi's side or 
where the meeting took place, 
other than that it was outside 
of Libya. CNN, quoting a 
spokesman for Kadhafi's 
regime in Libya, said the talks 
took place in neighboring 
Tunisia. 

Kadhafi, who has ruled 
Libya for four decades, has 
been hanging on to power de¬ 
spite rebel advances and four 
months of NATO-led bomb¬ 
ings. 

Western and regional pow¬ 
ers, in the fourth so-called con¬ 


tact group meeting on Libya, 
agreed Friday in Istanbul to 
consider the rebels as the 
country's legitimate rulers — a 
move that gives them access to 
vital funds. 

The US official in Wash¬ 
ington said that the United 
States wanted to express major 
powers' views "directly and 
unequivocally" in the after- 
math of the talks in Istanbul. 

The United States and 
Libya exchanged ambassadors 
in 2009 after a break of 36 
years as the two countries tried 
to repair relations that had long 
been clouded by Western sus¬ 
picions that Kadhafi supported 
terrorism. 

But Kadhafi's relations with 
the West rapidly deteriorated 
after he launched an assault on 
rebels. The US embassy in 
Tripoli shut operations on Feb¬ 
ruary 25 when Washington im¬ 
posed sanctions and froze the 
regime's assets. 


Honduran president: 
more security after 
death threats 


TEGUCIGALPA. (AFP) - 
Honduran President Porfirio 
Lobo revealed Monday that 
he has received death threats, 
telling reporters he was under 
threat from the same ultracon¬ 
servatives who ousted ex¬ 
president Manuel Zelaya in a 
2009 coup. 

"They are out there threat¬ 
ening, and they are not saying 
(Lobo) has to be removed be¬ 
cause of lots of problems, 
they are saying that now we 
will have him killed," the 
president told reporters at a 
press conference. 

"And I know who they are 
too," the president charged, 
adding that the opposition 
was "from above not from 
below." 


"Sadly, and I am so sorry, 
but I am going to have to take 
some measures," Lobo 
added.Lobo has been seeking 
dialogue with different social 
groups, aiming to seek some 
constitutional reforms, as did 
Zelaya. Lobo also has said he 
would only serve one term in 
office; his term ends January 
27, 2014. 

The president has enraged 
many in the banking and busi¬ 
ness communities by impos¬ 
ing a tax on financial 
transactions in the Central 
American nation. He says the 
move was vital to his govern¬ 
ment's efforts to fight crime in 
one of the world's deadliest 
nations. 


Somali pirates hijack 
UAE tanker 


MOGADISHU. (AFP)-Pirates 
have hijacked a petrol tanker 
belonging to the United Arab 
Emirates in the Indian Ocean 
and are sailing it to the Somali 
coast, the EU's anti-piracy 
body announced on Monday. 

"Late on the morning of July 
16, it was reported by the own¬ 
ers that the MV Jubba 20, a 
laden tanker, had been pirated 
in the northern Indian Ocean, 
on her regular route from the 
United Arab Emirates to the 
port of Berbera" in the break¬ 
away state of Somaliland, said 
the European Union Naval 
Force Somalia. 

The Jubba 20 is an oil 
tanker owned and flagged by 
the UAE with a deadweight of 
4,831 tonnes, said a statement 
from the Brussels-based force. 

Marine patrols found the 
ship on July 17 some 100 nau¬ 
tical miles north-west of Soco¬ 


tra Island, off the coast of 
Yemen, on its way to the north¬ 
ern Somali coast. Nine Somali 
pirates are reportedly on board. 

There is no information yet 
on the condition of the 16- 
strong crew who include four 
Somalis as well as five Indians 
and nationals of Bangladesh, 
Sudan, Myanmar and Kenya. 

The UN Security Council 
last month warned that Somali 
pirates were attacking growing 
numbers of ships in the Indian 
Ocean and the attacks were be¬ 
coming more violent and ex¬ 
treme. 

There were 266 cases of 
piracy at sea in the first six 
months of 2011, compared to 
196 the previous year. Sixty 
percent of these involve So¬ 
mali pirates, who at the end of 
June were holding 20 ships 
and 420 hostages. 


Obama welcomes Dalai Lama, 
to China's anger 


WASHINGTON.(AFP) - Brushing off protests from China, 
US President Barack Obama welcomed the Dalai Lama 
to the White House, urging respect for human rights and 
cultural traditions in Tibet. China immediately lodged a 
protest and accused Obama of undermining relations be¬ 
tween the world's two largest economies by meeting with 
the Tibetan spiritual leader, who has spent more than a 
half-century in exile. The White House choreographed 
Saturday's visit to be low key, holding it on a weekend in 
the mansion's private residence. The White House later 
released a photo of a tieless Obama listening pensively 
to the robed monk.

Ministers and experts travel prospective 
Green Corridor 



Department of Aviation 
ordered to move to new 
location as a result of 
recent aviation mishap 


ORANJESTAD- Plans for 
the much publicized Green 
Corridor project, which en¬ 
tails a four-lane road from 
San Nicolaas to Oranjestad is 
advancing rapidly. The 
lengthy planning phase and 
blueprint is now completed. 
Because of the hefty invest¬ 
ment required for a project of 
this magnitude, the govern¬ 
ment felt it appropriate to go 
to the actual site and see the 
situation for themselves. 
They felt it wise to see the si¬ 
tuation personally and to as¬ 
certain where there may be 
problems that they could sug¬ 
gest changes that would ben¬ 
efit the community. 

Minister of Infrastructure 
Benny Sevinger and Prime 
Minister Eman drove through 
the roads that would form 
part of the Green Corridor. 
They drove this route in a bus 
together with several local 
and international experts. The 
primary objective of the trip 
was to describe the livability 
of the project. 

At the end of the trip, 
which lasted several hours, 
Minister Sievinger made the 
following remarks: “The 
roads we travelled, Savaneta, 
Mabon, Brasil, Zeewijk en¬ 


tering San Nicolaas was to 
see how the four-lane road 
will run and at what locations 
along the route we could 
place benches, bus stops, a 
small park and a cycling path. 
This also enabled us to see 
the obstacles that exist.” 

One of the obstacles is the 
new road which is going to 
Barcadera to connect unto the 
four-lane road. The question 
is -how is this going to work? 
It is going to go via a rotonde 
(round about), but they are 
not sure there will be suffi¬ 
cient space to do this. The 


crossing at Jaraweg and the 
crossing at the airport also 
need our full attention be¬ 
cause it is important to know 
how the connection will be 
constructed. Sievinger called 
the trip “an inspection at the 
job site.” On paper you can 
draw anything, but it is when 
you actually travel the route 
you really get a true idea of 
the situation and can detect 
the problems which you often 
miss on paper. This was ex¬ 
actly the purpose of our trip, 
according to Minister 
Sievinger. 


ORANJESTAD - Just re¬ 
cently, a matter of weeks ago, 
a grounded airplane took off 
from Aruba without any au¬ 
thorization. In view of that 
embarrassing situation, the 
Minister in charge of the air¬ 
port and of Civil Aviation, 
Otmar Oduber, made several 
decisions in an effort to im¬ 
prove the security aspect at 
the airport. 

During last week’s Parlia¬ 
mentary meeting the minister 
announced that the report he 
had requested from the De¬ 
partment of Civil Aviation 
had been submitted and that 
the Dept, of Civil Aviation 
had assumed responsibility 
for the incident, which led the 
Minister to make an impor¬ 
tant security decision. 

In the report prepared by 
the Department of Civil Avi¬ 
ation they claim full responsi¬ 
bility for the incident, which 
they claim was caused by in¬ 
ternal processes that have 
been ongoing for several 
years even though it was 
proven that those processes 
were not conducive to proper 
security measures. One exam¬ 
ple of this lack of proper se¬ 
curity measures was the 
incident of the disappearance 
of the aircraft in question. 

The aircraft was grounded 
upon orders from the Border 
Police, who had received this 
order from American author¬ 
ities. The reason for ground¬ 
ing the aircraft was because 
the required documentation 
was incomplete. This oc¬ 
curred last month. On the 
18th of the same month the 
aircraft took off from the air¬ 
port, the Department received 
a letter from American au¬ 
thorities indicating that the 
aircraft was free to go. But the 
aircraft took off before receiv¬ 
ing the clearance to do so. 


This, according to the Depart¬ 
ment of Civil Aviation is be¬ 
cause all of their actions are 
still being done manually. 
Everything is recorded manu¬ 
ally in a log book. The craft 
had been sitting on the ground 
for 3 weeks, and when they 
went to do the control, they 
failed to go back 3 weeks in 
their log book before issuing 
the authorization and flight 
plan to let him take off. 

The Minister again em¬ 
phasized that he had ab¬ 
solutely nothing to do with 
issuing a permit to the aircraft 
for it to leave. The Depart¬ 
ment has already decided to 
change their procedure, as 
they were requested by the 
Minister. What the Minister 
has changed, he reported, 
was the aspect of the flight 
plan. This previously was 
handled by the Department of 
Civil Aviation but was 
changed by his predecessor 
and placed into the hands of 
general aviation (FBO). The 
situation was such that pilots 
had to submit their flight plan 
to FBO who in turn would 
send this to the Department 
of Civil Aviation. 

“I have ordered this be 
changed, said Oduber. De¬ 
partment of Civil Aviation 
will be located on the south 
side where most of the irreg¬ 
ular flights take place. The 
Department of Civil Aviation 
will be the ones to come in 
contact with these pilots and 
get all the details on their air¬ 
craft and receive their flight 
plans.” 

Hence, aviation personnel 
have been ordered to imme¬ 
diately relocate to FBO. 

The minister also took the 
opportunity to announce that 
he has approved the purchase 
of new equipment for the De¬ 
partment of Civil Aviation.

Miss Piggy Redux-a perfect example of 
why the foundation exists 



Miss Piggy as she was found 

When Cas Animal founder 
Kiki Arndt began taking in 
abandoned dogs 14 years ago, 
she had no idea she would 
eventually end up providing a 
haven for over 80 dogs, or start 
a foundation with the goal of 
building a proper shelter to 
house at least 200 dogs, as well 
as cats and other animals. It 
was her dismay at finding two 
starving dogs, dying of thirst, 
left behind in the home she 
rented when she first moved to 
Aruba that set her on this 
course, from which she has 
tried but cannot deviate. It has 
become a calling that con¬ 
sumes her. 

A good example of why it 
continues to do so is one of her 
latest additions to her house¬ 
hold- there have been a rash of 
them-Miss Piggy; so named 
because when found she was 
devoid of a coat. Small, pink 
and sporting a curling tail, the 
name perfectly fit this terrified 
dog found cowering behind 
some garbage cans. 

Kiki had received a call to 
retrieve the dog, people from 
the neighborhood thought she 
had an enormous tumor and 
were going to take her to be 
put down if she was not taken 
away. Miss Piggy soon re¬ 
sponded to the calming atten¬ 
tions of Kiki, which brought 
out her naturally sweet nature. 


“Miss Piggy is not a young 
dog,” reports Kiki after the 
new addition received a thor¬ 
ough examination at the vet. 
“She is an example of what up¬ 
sets me most in how cruelly 
people treat an animal that has 
given them years of love and 
devotion. We can only guess 
why she was abandoned so 
close to a busy street, where 
she could easily have been hit 
by a car; it is miraculous she 
wasn’t.” 

Miss Piggy’s swollen ab¬ 
domen was from a hernia; the 
result of too many litters, 
which could have been 
avoided if the dog had been 
neutered. A simple operation 
remedied the situation; her 
skin condition is already im¬ 
proving with a series of inex¬ 
pensive shots and her coat is 


growing back nicely. She is 
lively and affectionate now 
that she is well fed and cared 
for. 

This is one of many happy 
endings for some of Aruba’s 
stray and abandoned dogs, 
thanks to Kiki and Cas Animal. 
To continue to provide this, 
Kiki needs help from every 
source possible. Her days are 
usually spent at the vet’s with 
some new dog needing treat¬ 
ment. Donations can be made 
by calling her at: 565-2130 or 
742-8732. She encourages is¬ 
land visitors to adopt a dog; she 
has now 5 puppies that need 
homes; if not one of hers, then 
perhaps one befriended on the 
beach or streets, which may 
have captured their hearts, she 
will assist in the process of 
transporting it back home. Her 
expenses for feeding all the an¬ 
imals in her care are astronom¬ 
ical, as well as her veterinary 
bills, and donations can be 
made by paying on her account 
at the Contreras Clinics in 
Shaba or Savaneta, as well as 
directly to the bank account of 
Cas Animal Foundation, CMB 
Bank account #25762110. Kiki 
also maintains an Animal Am¬ 
bulance to assist dog owners 
who are unable to take their pet 
to the vet, as well as maintain¬ 
ing her emergency and recov¬ 
ery service for injured animals.

No hike in bread prices just yet...perhaps never! 



ORANJESTAD — In a recent 
encounter with the Bread 
Makers Association of Aruba, 
they proposed a price increase 
of 20cents on a loaf of white 
bread, which would bring the 
price from Afls. 3.15 to a 
whopping Afls. 3.35! 

Accompanied by the De¬ 
partment of Economic Af¬ 


fairs, Minister Michelle 
Hooyboer-winklaar reported 
that they had conducted a re¬ 
search and had concluded 
that contrary to the Associa¬ 
tion, the price of a loaf of 
white bread should be lo¬ 
wered. The reason for this is 
because the Association had 
been allowed to increase their 


price by 75 
cents in 2008 
when the price 
of fuel went up 
sky high on the 
international 
market. Follow¬ 
ing that time the 
price of fuel 
went back 
down but the 
price of bread 
remained the 
same. Now that 
the price of fuel 
has gone back 
up after 3 years, 
the Bread Mak¬ 
ers Association 
want to increase 
their price again without tak¬ 
ing into account the profits 
they made during the 3 years 
when the price had been 
lower. 

Furthermore, most of the 
bakers failed to submit their 
annual financial statements to 
be able to justify the re¬ 
quested increase. On the 


other hand of those who sub¬ 
mitted financial figures there 
is some dispute as to what 
can be used to justify an in¬ 
crease and what cannot be 
used for that purpose. Along 
the same vein, the figures that 
the Bakers gave the govern¬ 
ment appear to have been 
changed and they claim that 
they have more actualized 
figures with respect to their 
expenses to produce bread. 

It was decided that they 
would submit those actual¬ 
ized figures within one week. 

The Minister indicated 
that it is not the government’s 
intention to squeeze our Bak¬ 
ers into a corner a hamper 
their profitability. But, the 
government, on the other 
hand, cannot understand their 
insistence on raising the price 
on the very bread that is con¬ 
trolled ...white bread loaf, 
while all other bread products 
are free for pricing as they 
see fit. 


The government has 
made it clear that they do not 
favor any type of increases 
at this time. The government 
is currently doing everything 
possible to avoid any raises 
in the tariffs of water and 
electricity and is intent on 
protecting the purchase 
power of our community by 
introducing the so-called 
“reparatie toeslag, and sev¬ 
eral other measures to safe¬ 
guard the buying power of 
the people. 

Minister Hooyboer-Win- 
klaar questions the reason 
the Bakers want to raise the 
price of a loaf of white bread 
when there are many other 
alternatives to be explored. 
She mentioned as examples, 
a reduction in import duties 
on baking equipment, on 
baking products, etc. We are 
not considering any in¬ 
creases at this junction ac¬ 
cording to the Minister.

The Digital Entertainment 
Content Ecosystem (DECE) 
alliance said recently that it is 
licensing the technology to 
retail businesses and that Ul¬ 
traviolet offerings should be 
available by October. 

Giants from Hollywood, 
technology and retail are out 
to rev up digital film sales by 
letting people buy lifetime 
rights to watch movies on 
whichever devices suit their 
fancies.

US astronauts somber as shuttle 
era comes to an end 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Atlantis roars back to Earth 
this week ending America's 
vaunted space shuttle pro¬ 
gram and frustrating a gener¬ 
ation of astronauts who see 
their chance to soar into the 
cosmos sharply limited. 

US astronauts bound for 
space will now have to hitch 
a ride on the Russian Soyuz 
rocket, at more than $50 mil¬ 
lion per seat, until a new US 
space craft — a commercial 
launcher and capsule built by 
a private corporation in part¬ 
nership with NASA — will be 
ready to fly sometime around 
2015. 

Once the shuttle lands 
Thursday in Cape Canaveral, 
Florida, NASA will rely on 
Russia to let them rent one of 


two available seats on the 
Soyuz, with a third seat on 
the space vehicle already 
taken up by pilot. 

The end of the shuttle pro¬ 
gram means that chances for 
astronauts to do the one thing 
they are trained for — fly into 
space — will become rare. 

"Of course it's hard, be¬ 
cause we dedicate our lives to 
fly in space. We are astro¬ 
nauts and it’s what we do for 
a living," astronaut Steve 
Robinson, who undertaken 
four shuttle missions over the 
years, told AFP. 

Over the course of the 30- 
year program, five NASA 
space crafts — Atlantis, Chal¬ 
lenger, Columbia, Discovery 
and Endeavour — have com¬ 
prised the fleet of space shut¬ 


tles, designed as the world's 
first reusable space vehicles. 

Only three of the space ve¬ 
hicles survive after the shut¬ 
tles Columbia and Challenger 
were destroyed in accidents 
that also killed their crews. 

But at a time of US budget 
austerity, President Barack 
Obama has opted to end the 
program at a huge savings. 
Each of the 135 missions 
over the years has cost about 
$450 million. 

Obama also last year can¬ 
celed the Constellation Proj¬ 
ect, which had aimed to put 
American astronauts back on 
the moon by 2020. The six 
year-old project was esti¬ 
mated to cost $97 billion 
through 2020.

Health tip: 

Manicures and weak nails 



—If you rely on manicures to 
make your nails look good, 
keep a few things in mind. 
Don't have your cuticles re¬ 
moved — it can lead to nail 
infection. Also, check to be 
sure that your nail technician 
properly sterilizes all tools 
used during your manicure. 
Using unsterilized tools may 
transmit yeast or bacterial in¬ 
fections. 

Weak or brittle fingernails can 
be a challenge to toughen up. 
The following tips can help 
you protect them, making 


your nails less likely to split or 
break. 

*Keep your nails short, 
square shaped and slightly 
rounded on top. Trim brittle 
nails after a bath or a 15- 
minute hand soak in bath oil. 
Then apply a moisturizer. 

^Moisturize your nails and 
cuticles several times a day 
and after your nails have been 
in water. Also, apply moistur¬ 
izer at bedtime and cover your 
hands with cotton gloves. 

* Apply a nail hardener, but 
avoid products containing 


toluene sulfonamide or 
formaldehyde. These chemi¬ 
cals can cause redness or irri¬ 
tate the skin. 

* Apply nail polish. A thin 
coat of nail polish may help 
keep moisture in the nail. Re¬ 
move and reapply the nail pol¬ 
ish after a week. 

*Don't use nail polish re¬ 
mover more than once a week. 
When you do need a remover, 
avoid those that use acetone, 
which dries nails. 

*Take a biotin supplement. 
Taking 2.5 milligrams of bi¬ 
otin daily may increase the 
thickness of nails. 

Dietary changes that suppos¬ 
edly strengthen nails don’t 
work. Unless you’re malnour¬ 
ished — not getting proper 
nutrition through your diet — 
taking daily multivitamins 
won’t strengthen your nails ei¬ 
ther. Taking gelatin supple¬ 
ments or soaking your nails in 
gelatin also won't help. 

It's easy to neglect your nails. 
But a little basic nail care can 
go a long way to keeping your 
nails in healthy condition. 


Australian hospital in 
baby switch error 



MELBOURNE(AFP)-Two 
Australian mothers were mis¬ 
takenly given the wrong new¬ 
borns in a mix up which saw 
the infants breastfed and 
cared for by the wrong 
woman for some eight hours, 
the hospital said Monday. 

The St John of God Hos¬ 
pital in Geelong, west of 
Melbourne, blamed human 
error for the swap which was 
eventually detected by a fam¬ 
ily member. 

"Protocols are in place to 
ensure mothers are given 
their own baby, but it seems 


that in this instance human 
error was involved," the hos¬ 
pital said in a statement. 

"Unfortunately, it seems 
the babies' identification 
bracelets were not checked 
against the identification 
bracelets on their mothers." 

The hospital is investi¬ 
gating the mistake which 
saw each baby spend around 
eight-and-a-half hours with 
the wrong mother after they 
were taken from the special 
care nursery where they had 
spent the night. 

The women and babies 
are being tested for any infec¬ 
tions they may have con¬ 
tracted as a result of the error 
which occurred on Friday. 

Hospital chief executive 
Stephen Roberts said it was a 
"just a terrible tragedy". 

"Our protocols and 
processes broke down and 
we're deeply apologetic and 
regretful for the pain and con¬ 
cern that we've caused these 
families," he told radio sta¬ 
tion 3AW.

ORANJESTAD - The initia¬ 
tive by Aruba’s Minister of In¬ 
frastructure, Environment and 
Integration, Oslin (Benny) 
Sevinger to put garbage con¬ 
tainers in the various neigh¬ 
borhoods, once again proved 
to be worthwhile. A change in 
the system, by providing each 
barrio- one at the time - with 
a clean-up day on Sundays 
from 8:00 A.M., with the con¬ 
tainers then being removed the 
same day at 4:00 p.m., 
prompted islanders to devote a 
day to taking advantage of the 
not having to haul their waste 
to the dump on the south side 
of Aruba.

White House, lawmakers 
eye compromise debt deal 



Gold soars above 
$1,600 for first time 


WASHINGTON (AFP)-With 
just two weeks to avert a ru¬ 
inous debt default, top US sen¬ 
ators worked on a bipartisan 
compromise on Monday as the 
White House’s Republicans 
foes set up symbolic votes on 
an austerity plan. 

’’We're making progress,” 
President Barack Obama told 
reporters a day after unan¬ 
nounced talks at the White 
House Sunday with Republi¬ 
can House Speaker John 
Boehner and Republican 
House Majority Leader Eric 
Cantor. 

As a new poll showcased 
deep US public disgust with 
politicians' handling of the 
standoff, US Treasury Secre¬ 
tary Timothy Geithner sought 
to reassure skittish markets 
that polarized Washington 
would rally behind an 11th- 
hour deal. 

Geithner praised a plan 
being forged in private by 
Democratic Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid and Repub¬ 
lican Senate Minority Leader

Mitch McConnell that would 
give Obama broad powers to 
raise the debt ceiling. 

The blueprint, described 
last week by aides who warned 
it was still in flux, would effec¬ 
tively let Obama do so with 
just Democratic votes while 
letting Republicans oppose the 
move with political but few 
practical consequences. 

The plan would also call for 
as much as $1.5 trillion in 
spending cuts over 10 years 
and set up a special commis¬ 
sion of lawmakers empowered 
to propose more cuts that 
would get streamlined con¬ 
gressional consideration. 

Geithner acknowledged 
that the plan would leave 
Obama with the political "re¬ 
sponsibility” for any unpopu¬ 
lar debt limit increase and 
would "make it sure that poli¬ 
tics can't stand in the way of 
sensible fiscal reforms.” 

Republicans close to the 
"Tea Party” movement have 
angrily condemned the plan 
but appeared unable to stop it, 
even as they forced a House 
vote today on a plan to tie the 
debit ceiling increase to his¬ 
toric spending cuts as well as 
congressional approval of a 
balanced budget amendment 
to the US Constitution. 

Even if it passes the House, 
the Democratic-held Senate 
was almost sure to kill the pro¬ 
posal. 

And Obama's budget office 
issued a withering veto threat 
urging Republicans to aban¬ 
don "an empty political state¬ 
ment and unrealistic policy 
goals” in favor of trying "to 
move beyond politics as usual 


and find bipartisan common 
ground." 

Washington hit its debt ceil¬ 
ing on May 16 and has used 
spending and accounting adjust¬ 
ments, as well as higher-than- 
expected tax receipts, to 
continue operating normally, but 
can only do so until August 2. 

Finance and business lead¬ 
ers have warned that failure to 
raise the US debt ceiling by 
then could send shock waves 
through a world economy still 
reeling from the 2008 collapse, 
while Obama has predicted 
economic "Armageddon.” 

Showing little concern yet 
over the raging battle, in¬ 
vestors snapped up new issues 
of short term Treasury securi¬ 
ties — $51 billion in 13- and 
26-week bills — on Monday at 
even lower interest rates than 
those paid just weeks earlier. 

But analysts say that US 
bond investors could begin 
showing the strain at Treasury 
auctions in the final days of 
July. 

Reid announced that the 
Senate would be in session 
every day, including week¬ 
ends, until it passes legislation 
to raise the debt ceiling. 

Obama, whose 2012 re- 
election bid will turn on his 
handling of the US economy, 
won good marks from just 43 
percent of the US public for 
his approach to the debt stand¬ 
off, while 48 percent disap¬ 
proved, according to a CBS 
television poll. 

But he fared better than Re¬ 
publicans, who faced 71 per¬ 
cent disapproval to just 21 
percent approval for their role 
in the political struggle, ac¬ 
cording to the survey, which 
had an error margin of plus or 
minus four percentage points. 

A final deal was all but cer¬ 
tain to exclude Obama's 
sought-for tax hikes on the 
rich and wealthy corporations, 
allowing him to run through 
2012 on that broadly popular 
proposal. 

Republicans have argued 
that tax hikes would smother 
investment that feeds job 
growth at a time when the US 
economy faces stubbornly 
high unemployment of 9.2 
percent. 


LONDON. (AFP) - The price 
of gold soared above $1,600 
for the first time on Monday as 
investors bought the safe- 
haven metal amid deepening 
debt worries in the eurozone 
and the United States. 

Gold jumped as high as 
$1,607.45 an ounce at 1520 
GMT on the London Bullion 
Market, as the precious metal 
extended its recent record- 
breaking surge. 

It later stood at $1,604 an 
ounce, compared with $1,587 
late on Friday. 

"Gold hit another milestone 
...at $1,600 as investors lose 
confidence in the ability of 
politicians to get to grip with 
the debt problems weighing 
down on sentiment,” said ana¬ 
lyst Michael Hewson at trad¬ 
ing group CMC Markets. 

The precious metal is 
widely regarded by investors 
as a safe-haven in times of 
global economic turmoil, with 
investors looking ahead anx¬ 
iously to Thursday's Brussels 


summit of eurozone leaders in¬ 
tended to tame a growing debt 
crisis. 

At the same time, US politi¬ 
cians are wrangling over a 
deficit reduction plan which 
would allow President Barack 
Obama to avert a potentially 
catastrophic US debt default in 
return for $1.5 trillion in 
spending cuts. 

"The price of gold ... has 
reached the psychologically 
important mark of $1,600 ... 
for the first time ever,” said 
Commerzbank analyst Eugen 
Weinberg. 

Markets slid last week as 
the eurozone debt crisis, which 
has already sunk Greece, Ire¬ 
land and Portugal, showed 
signs of spreading to Italy and 
Spain. 

Before the weekend, the 
European Union announced 
late on Friday that only eight 
of 91 European banks had 
failed so-called "stress tests” 
on their capital levels — much 
better than expected.

Sheen to return to TV screens 
in 'Anger Management 1 


LOS ANGELES. (AFP) - 
Charlie Sheen is to return to 
the small screen in a TV se¬ 
ries about anger manage¬ 
ment, he said Monday, four 
months after being sacked 
from a mega-hit show for a 
string of rants about its pro¬ 
ducers. 

The troubled US actor, 
who was fired ’’Two and a 
Half Men” in March, said he 
thought ’’Anger Manage¬ 
ment” — based on the 2003 
movie starring Adam Sandler 
and Jack Nicholson — would 
suit his talents and ambitions. 

”1 chose ’Anger Manage¬ 
ment’ because, while it might 
be a big stretch for me to play 
a guy with serious anger 
management issues, I think it 
is a great concept,” Sheen 
said, with apparent irony. 

”It also provides me with 
real ownership in the series, a 
certain amount of creative 
control and the chance to be 
back in business with one of 
my favorite movie producers 
of all time, Joe Roth,” he 
said. 

The 45-year-old actor is 



suing Warner Brothers stu¬ 
dios for $100 million for al¬ 
leged breach of contract after 
’’Two and a Half Men” was 
canceled for the rest of the 
season following Sheen’s 
public tirades against pro¬ 
ducer Chuck Lorre. 

Sheen has in the past 
boasted of his own wild 
lifestyle and drug binges but 
claimed to have single-hand¬ 
edly defeated addiction, argu¬ 
ing that he was able to work. 

But the show’s producers 
insist he had breached his 
contract, and in May an¬ 


nounced Twitter-friendly 
actor Ashton Kutcher as his 
replacement for a ninth sea¬ 
son, due to be broadcast on 
CBS later this year. 

Sheen became an Internet 
sensation amid the sacking 
row and went on tour with a 
live comedy show, entitled 
the ”My Violent Torpedo of 
Truth/Defeat is Not an Op¬ 
tion” tour. 

’’Two and a Half Men,” 
about hedonistic jingle writer 
Charlie Harper, has been a hit 
since it was launched in 2003 
and has been nominated for 
numerous awards, including 
nods for Sheen at the Emmys 
and Golden Globes. 

In November, the star filed 
for divorce from his wife of 
two years, days after being 
taken to the hospital follow¬ 
ing the reported drunken in¬ 
cident at a luxury New York 
hotel involving a porn star. 

In addition to his reported 
substance abuse, Sheen had 
several run-ins with the law 
in the 1990s in cases related 
to drugs, domestic violence 
and prostitution.

Contador ready to rumble 
in the Alps 


LONDON (AFP) - Manchester 
City manager Roberto Mancini 
said on Monday that the Eng¬ 
lish Premier League club had 
agreed a deal to sell their Ar¬ 
gentinian star Carlos Tevez to 
Brazilian side Corinthians. 

Reports claimed that the 
deal would be closed when 
personal terms between the 
27-year-old Tevez and his 
new club are agreed. 

However, Corinthians 
later released a statement 
denying any such agreement 
had been reached. 

"The truth is that Man¬ 
chester City sent Corinthians 
a counter-proposal this morn¬ 
ing," the statement read. 


"In that proposal, the Eng¬ 
lish club have asked for 
changes in the form of pay¬ 
ment and the total value of 
the transaction. 

"Furthermore, Manchester 
City insisted that Tevez re¬ 
nounce a sum outstanding 
with the English club. 

"Finally, Corinthians presi¬ 
dent Andres Sanchez informs 
that for the moment nothing 
concrete has been agreed re¬ 
garding Tevez and that the 
counter-proposal will be 
analysed by him and his board." 

The Brazilian side's initial 
offer for the striker was re¬ 
portedly worth 40 million 
euros ($63.57m).

But after a brutal first nine 
days of racing in which he 
crashed several times and lost 
time to key rivals, he ar¬ 
guably faces one of the 
biggest challenges of his ca¬ 
reer. 

While the Saxo Bank team 
leader is four minutes behind 
French race leader Thomas 
Voeckler, more crucially he is 
2:11 behind Luxembourg's 


Frank Schleck, 1:54 behind 
Australian Cadel Evans and 
1:45 behind Andy Schleck. 

Despite being one of the 
best time triallists in the pelo- 
ton, Contador can't afford to 
wait for the penultimate 
stage's 42.5 km race against 
the clock in Grenoble to 
make up the difference. 

"Without my time loss 
from the first stage I would 
be in condition to win the 
Tour and I could count on the 
last time trial to win the 
Tour," Contador said. 

"But the way things stand 
now, that would be impossi¬ 
ble." 

It is in the higher altitude 
of the Alps, where the climbs 
are also longer than the Pyre¬ 
nees, that Contador expects 
to claw back his deficit. 

"Right now the time gaps 
in the overall are quite big, so 
we have to use every oppor¬ 
tunity we can to get ourselves 
back into contention," he 
added. 

"In the Alps things are 
going to change. The climbs 
are longer and the altitude is 
higher. Some riders won't be 
comfortable there." 

The 16th stage on 
Wednesday finishes downhill 
in Pinerolo in Italy, but the 
next two days are mountain- 
top finishes on the Gabbier 
and Alpe d'Huez.

Chen won her third 
straight world title in the 
event after amassing 362.58 
points with Wang, with Aus¬ 
tralian Olympic silver-medal¬ 
list Melissa Wu and 
Alexandra Croak second and 
Germans Christin Steuer and 
Nora Subschinski third. 

”1 think the top three 
teams all could have won, it 
just depends on who per¬ 
forms the best,” said Chen. "I 
never think too much during 
the competition, or my per¬ 
formance will be affected.” 

After three days of compe¬ 
tition China have won not 
only every title, but also 
every heat at Shanghai's 
open-air Crescent Lagoon 
venue, putting them on 
course to become the first 
country to win all 10 diving 


gold medals. 

In the men's event, Li Shixin 
stormed back from a ragged 
dive three to clinch first place, 
while compatriot He Min 
clawed his way from fourth to 
second spot, leap-frogging 
Germany's Pavlo Rozenberg 
with his very last plunge. 

Li's messy entry on the 
third of his six dives, a re¬ 
verse 2.5 somersault in the 


pike position, looked to open 
the door to Rozenberg. But 
the 23-year-old nailed his last 
three dives to finish with 
463.90 points. 

Meanwhile He saved his 
best for last as he pulled off a 
precision inward 2.5 somer¬ 
sault in the pike for 81.60 
points, pushing Rozenberg 
into the bronze medal posi¬ 
tion. 

China won seven out of eight 
titles at the Beijing Olympics 
and another seven from 10 at the 
2009 worlds in Rome, raising 
hopes that the sweep is on de¬ 
spite the retirement of "diving 
queen” Guo Jingjing. 

Russian synchronised 
swimming queen Natalia 
Ishchenko added to her 
bulging world title collection 
in the evening's technical 
duets, a day after clinching 
the solo crown for the third 
time in succession. 

Ishchenko won her 13th 
world title after collecting 
98.200 points with partner 
Svetlana Romashina. China's 
Huang Xuechen and Liu Ou 
took silver with Spain's Ona 
Carbonell and Andrea 
Fuentes third.

ARGENTINA - A weekend 
of quarter-final shocks has 
left the Copa America shorn 
of some of its biggest names, 
leading fans of Uruguay to 
dream of what would be a 
record 15th title. 

Uruguay came here as es¬ 
sentially third favourites be¬ 
hind usual suspects Brazil, 
the holders, and Argentina, 
the hosts. 

But having survived a 
nervous start to progress 
from their group and then 
dump out the Argentinians on 
penalties, the albiceleste, 
World Cup semi-finalists last 
year, appear well-placed 
going into a Tuesday meeting 
with Peru. 

Uruguay have tradition 
behind them even more than 
the Brazilians, having been in 
on the start of the Copa ad¬ 
venture right at the start when 
the world's oldest interna¬ 
tional tournament began life 
in 1916. 


The celeste won the 
inaugural event — in Ar¬ 
gentina — and, with their 
close neighbours, domi¬ 
nated the early years 
while also famously lift¬ 
ing the first World Cup in 
1930 before adding a sec¬ 
ond global title in 1950. 

Since those heady days 
the Charruas have lived in 
Argentinian and Brazilian 
shadows — though they 
did win the Copa on home 
soil in 1995. 

Now, with Diego 
Forlan, the star of last 
summer's World Cup, 
keen to land a first inter¬ 
national title at the age 
of 32 having just won a 
Uruguayan record 80th 
cap against Argentina, and 
with Liverpool striker Luis 
Suarez maturing rapidly, the 
Uruguayans feel this year's 
title can be theirs. 

First, however, they must 
beat a determined Peru, who 
held them in the group phase 
before stunning fancied 
Colombia in another quarter¬ 
final shock. 

Each of the quarters saw 
results going the way of the 
underdog with the 
Uruguayans edging out an 
Argentina side still unable to 
draw the best from Lionel 
Messi. 

Brazil went out to 
Paraguay after a woeful 
penalty shootout, Peru 
stunned the Colombians in 
extra-time, while Venezuela 
saw off a useful-looking 
Chile to reach the semis for 
the first time ever. 

The Venezuelans will take 
on Paraguay in the second 
semi-final on Wednesday in 
Mendoza. 

When those two met in 
the first phase they served up 
the match of the tournament 
to date with Venezuela 
snatching a 3-3 draw, coming 


from 3-1 down with two 
goals in the dying minutes. 

Although the form book 
has been thrown out of the 
window here, the Uru¬ 


guayans will attempt to re¬ 
trieve it and dust it down as 
they now take on the 
favourites' role.
